An unconfirmed report from Dun- 
geness said that fears were ex­ 
pressed for the Russian boat as it 
had not been sighted since it re­ 
ported It was attem pting to reach 
Southampton. 
Thoro were approximately IOO 
cadets aboard the Russian boat. 
The ships collided In a fog off 
Dungenees. The steam er Moldavia 
was close by and lowered boats to 
tho rescue. One Italian sailor was 
found clinging to wreckage, but he 
died later. 
The Moldavia kept up the search 
for some time and then continued 
its course after sending the follow­ 
ing message: 
We have 
searched thoroughly 
and are convinced no one is alive.” 
Tho Moldavia reported the To­ 
v a r ic h had lowered Its lifeboats 
in efforts to aid the crew of the 
Italian steamer. 
It also was reported that the 
British steamer Baron Douglas was 
near tho scene of the collision. 
Wreckage of the Italian boat was 
seen in the channel by the Molda­ 
via, according to word wirelessed 
from the boat 
The Moldavia reported that the 
screams of the Italian sailors could 
be heard distinctly. 
Lifeboats from Dungeness and 
Rye and tugs from Dover put out 
to th* scene of the accident They 
patrolled the area 
most of the 
night without success.

There is significance in the placing close together 
of two items in the daily paper recently. One came 
from Tokio, the other from Rome. The news from 
Italy is that Premier Mussolini’s measure for curb­ 
ing candidates for office has been approved, the 
plan being to permit the electorate to vote yes or 
no on carefully selected candidates for public of­ 
fice who will tint be passed upon by the Fascist 
Grand council 
The second news, from Japan, concerned the first, 
manhood suffrage vote. 
At the last national elec­ 
tion three million persons were entitled to vote, prop­ 
erty and other qualifications disqualifying all others. 
Monday all male citizens twenty-five years of age 
who could read and write and could fulfill residence 
qualifications *were privileged to take part, and they 
numbered approximately nine million. 
Students of government will find new experi­ 
ments 
to study in both countries. 
Japan today, 
as she has for die past twenty-five years, is pro­ 
gressing. 
So far die roadway to democracy they 
are traveling is familiar to us. 
We wonder what 
will happen when. in years to come, the zeal for 
the franchise has been replaced by the indifference 
so prevalent in our own land, if their zeal ever does 
turn to indifference, and if it doesn't it will be 
equally interesting to discern why not. 
Japan siqce her gates were opened has exhibited 
a marvelous tendency to look about her at the oth­ 
er countries, and after canvassing them all to adapt 
the best of their methods to her own needs. 
In one of these two countries we see hopeful 
progress, in the other hopeless retrogression, along 
the line of our own plan of government.

Records of the division of mote# 
vehicles revealed today that III® 
accidents involving either injury 
or death during the last year in 
California 
were 
attributable 
to 
reckless and intoxicated drivers. 
The record, prepared from re­ 
ports of accidents forwarded FO 
the division by police departments 
and traffic officers throughout the 
state, placed the number who died 
in motor accidents during the year 
at 1651, the number seriously In­ 
jured at 4277 and the number re­ 
ceiving minor injuries at 14,091. 
An analysis of the accidents bf 
the division shows that a t least 
90 per cent of them could have 
been avoided had drivers exercised 
due care before they occurred. 
Further proof of this was given 
in the figures showing only a small 
percentage of the accidents were 
of

“unavoidable" 
type. 
Mechanical defects, for ex­ 
ample, caused only til of the to­ 
tal number of accidents approxi­ 
mating ÎO.OOO.

Then the fungus suddenly takes 
on new life, grows rapidly and 
fills the young forming head with 
balls of smutty black dust spores 
whero there ought to be fine, fat, 
sound kernels of w heat 
F. C. Meier, pathologist of the 
federal department of agriculture, 
•ays that the reduced yield of 
wheat In the United States caused 
by smut amounts to more than 13,- 
900,000 bushels annually. Further­ 
more, something has happened In 
the past three or four years to 
greatly increase the 
amount 
of 
smutty wheat and to cause the dis­ 
ease to spread to practically all 
wheat growing areas in this coun­ 
try. 
Big Discounts Taken 
Farmers sending smutty wheat 
to market are suffering discounts 
ranging from a few cents to 25 
cents a bushel, the amount de­ 
pending on the percentage of smut 
present. 
Wheat received at the 
Kansas City market last season 
was 25 per cent diseased, causing 
a discount of $7 on every car­ 
load handled, or a loss of 340 
a car for the smutty wheat alone- 
Smut In wheat is a matter of 
deep concern not only to the farm­ 
er, but to consumer, miller, bank­ 
er, elevator managers and country 
grain dealers. 
Smutty grain can­ 
not be satisfactorily ground into 
flour until tho smut and the ac­ 
companying "dead fish*’ odor ars 
removed.
